ADOPTED FOR THE GRADED SCHOOLS. 


ScHOLARSHIP—At the middle and close of each term a 
statement showing the progress and deportment of each 
pupil in the grammar and high school departments shall 
be sent to the parents. The committee request parents to 
examine same carefully, sign and return. 
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EXAMINATIONS—In all grades above primary, examina- 
tions shall be held at the middle and close of each term, 
and in case of absence of a pupil, such pupil must pass 
the examination before going on with the class. 

PRoMOTIONS—At the end of the year, at the close of the 
summer term in June, each pupil whose standing, com- 
puted from daily recitations and the regular examinations, 
averages for all studies 70 per cent shall be promoted to 
the next higher grade. A pupil whose average is less than 
70 will seriously endanger his chances of promotion. Pro- 
motions will be publicly announced at the annual gradu- 
ating exercises. 

Honors—The honors of valedictory and _ salutatory 
shall be assigned upon the basis for scholarship of the last 
year’s course in the high school department. 

RHETORICALS—Regular exercises in essay writing and 
in declamations or recitations shall be held in all grades 
above primary, and such exercises shall be marked same 
as in other studies. | 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Parents and Citizens of the School District of Troy: 

We submit to you our report for the past year. Our 
supervisor, Dr. S. H. McCollester, declined on account of 
poor health, a re-election for the present year, and Mr. H. 
B. Stearns of Manchester was elected to the position for 
the district of Marlboro, Troy, Fitzwilliam and Dublin. 
Mr. Stearns came to us very highly reeommended by some 
of the best men of his city and has done a good work for 
the schools. His experience as a high school principal for 
a number of years gave him a knowledge of the needs of 
our schools which has enabled him to work out a revised. 
course of study, which we have adopted, and which leads 
up to the high school course recommended by the State 
Teachers Association. This, we hope, will enable us to 
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have our one year of high school work approved by the 
state superintendent, so that we can hold our pupils here 
during the entire course instead of the town being obliged 
to pay their tuition elsewhere, if they choose to go, which 
is a manifest injustice. The report of the supervisor will 
be found elsewhere. 

But few changes have been made in our force of teachers. 
Miss Alice E. Treat who taught the West Hill school the 
spring term, was promoted to principal of the high school 
at the opening of the fall term, and her work in this posi- 
tion has proved the wisdom of our action. Miss Treat 
has been a faithful and painstaking teacher, and the re- 
sult of her discipline is manifest in the building. Miss 
Veronica O. Wilder of Keene succeeded Miss Treat in the 
West Hill school and has done very satisfactory work. 
Our attempt to have a winter term in this school, was, 
we regret to say a failure, the number of pupils being so 
small that it was not advisable to continue, and after a 
three weeks’ trial the term was closed. In the Merrifield 
school, Miss Cass resigned at the close of the spring term, 
and in her place we secured Miss Ethel A. Tobey, a grad- 
uate of the State Normal,School, at Plymouth. Miss 
Tobey has done good work and her teaching has been a 
success. In the other schools we have been able to retain 
the former teachers, and with the same good results that 
have attended their work in former years. 

A word now to the parents. If you wish your children 
to obtain the best results from their schooling, see to it 
that they are regular and punctual in their attendance. 
There are far too many cases of absence and tardiness in 
our schools that in many instances seem unnecessary. A 
scholar can only do his or her best work by being present 
punctually every day. Will you not see to it that your 
children are on the roll of honor the coming year? 

 Itis now eight years since our school building was 
erected, and some repairs are needed, such as painting the 
woodwork outside, and dressing over the walls and wood- 
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work inside. We would recommend that a part, at least, 


of this work be done this season. 
We would recommend that the following sums be ap- 
propriated for schools for the coming year. 
In addition to the amount required by law, $1,200 00 
For free books, 300 00 
For repairs, 250 00

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF SCHOOLS, 


For THE Two TERMS, BEGINNING WITH THE FIRST OF 
SEPTEMBER AND ENDING WITH THE WINTER TERM. 


To the School Board of Troy: 

Gentlemen—I have the honor to submit my report as 
supervisor of schools. For statistical information in regard 
to number of pupils, etc., I respectfully refer you to the 
tables following this report. 


THE VILLAGE SCHOOL. 


This school indicates the progressive spirit of Troy and 
her interest in the cause of public education. The large, 
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well-lighted rooms with their modern furnishings and well- 
chosen pictures afford an almost ideal environment for the 
pupil. The excellent books and maps, and the long, smooth 
slate blackboards give the teachers the same advantage 
in their work that the modern machinery and sharp tools 
of a well managed shop give the workmen. There is need 
of improvement and further development, but this should 
take place gradually along lines already established. 

The newly adopted course of study aims to provide in 
each grade a basis for the succeeding year’s work, so that 
there will be no rounds missing in the ladder and the pupil 
may climb it with interest and intelligence. Effort will be 
concentrated in the primary school upon teaching the 
children to read as early as possible. Unless the pupil has 
acquired this art, he is entirely unequal to mastering the 
text-books that he meets in the fourth grade. 

From table C, it may be seen that the higher primary 
and intermediate schools will be crowded next fall. The 
new rule* lowering the age required for admittance to five 
years and six months and requiring that children shall 
come, for the first time, only at the beginning of the fall 
term will simplify matters. It will remove the necessity 
for three divisions in grade 1, and at the same time, great- 
ly reduce the number of ‘‘mis-fits’’ in the second division 
of grade 1 and in grade 2. The little ones are now dis- 
missed early. With no third division left to attend to, the 
remaining time of the teacher could be given to hearing 
classes from the two higher rooms. 

In the two primary rooms it is hard to do the required 
work in the time now given. An increase from thirty-two 
to thirty-three weeks in the lower primary and from thirty- 
four to thirty-five in the higher would be advantageous. 


THE SCHOOLS OUTSIDE THE VILLAGE. 


This is the most difficult educational problem of Troy. 
In your report of last year you expressed this commendable 
purpose: ‘We are desirous of giving our outside schools 


* See Course of Study under first grade. 
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the same number of weeks as in the village, and in this 
matter ask the hearty co-operation of parents and pupils,’’ 
The degree of ‘‘co-operation’”’ has varied greatly. At East 
Hill, all things being considered, it has been good. In the 
other two districts as much cannot be said. At West Hill 
the very small attendance did not warrant keeping a win- 
ter term and the school was closed at the end of the third 
week. Conditions were better at the Merrifield school but 
the per cent of absence was very large. Long distances 
and the extremely cold weather at the opening of the term, 
which was a discouragement at the very start, afford a 
partial excuse, but the fact remains that some of the pupils 
and their parents regard school advantages very lightly. 
It is pleasant to note that this comes far from being true 
of all. Not only were some of the pupils very constant in 
their attendance, but several of the parents even contem- 
plated having their children walk to the village school to 
continue their work there after their own term had closed. 
I recommend that not only this privilege be granted but 
that any pupil above the fifth grade be allowed regularly 
to attend the village school, if his parents so desire. 

The Merrifield and East Hill schools are fortunate in 
the fact that in each all the children can be grouped in 
four grades. At West Hill there are five grades. .The 
teacher with four or five grades is heavily handicapped 
when compared with the one who has only two. The reci- 
tations are too short for her to do much real teaching. 
There is, however, this redeeming feature, shorter recita- 
tions give the pupil time in school to study. The teacher 
should strive to keep the children at work. Written reci- 
tation should to a considerable degree be substituted for 
oral. Here she has an advantage over the teacher in an 
overcrowded graded school. The latter is unable to teach 
English composition as it should be taught because she 
has scarcely the time even to ‘‘look over’”’ such a mass of 
written matter. | 

Parents thoroughly interested in the education of their 
children can themselves do much to supplement the lack of 
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“teaching’’ occasioned by the short recitation and _ still 
more by the short- school year. They would do well to 
keep in constant touch with the school work of their 
children, to consult the teacher regularly and, in general, 
to follow her advice. 

It is a necessity in the average small rural school to 
use nearly all the scanty time available in teaching the bare 
essentials of an education. Much is excluded which today 
lightens the school ‘‘grind”’ of many children and brightens 
and broadens their lives. This lack might in large measure 
be made good, if parents and teachers would coGperate in 
directing the reading their children do out of school. Most 
of our intelligent boys and girls now read a good deal in 
the course of the year. By beginning early enough this in- 
terest and energy could easily be directed along lines that 
would do them incalculable good. 


ATTENDANCE. 


From Table D, it may be seen that the average per 
cent of attendance for Troy for the past four years falls 
below that of the county and state. The bad attendance 
during the winter term at the West Hill and Merrifield 
schools helps to pull down the average. This, however, 
only partially accounts for the poor relative showing. The 
blame mainly rests upon a small number of inveterate 
truants. The registers show that the great majority at- 
tend faithfully. Where parent and child are united in the 
determination to evade the law, the truant officer can ac- 
complish little by chasing after the child. The law is 
ample. A single case of its enforcement against an obdu- 
rate parent would have a most salutary effect. The example 
would serve for a long time as a sufficient warning. 

The worst cases are those in which the parent pleads 
his inability to control his child. This means that the boy 
is on the street, and ready for any sort of mischief that 
may come to his hand. He is in a fair way of growing 
up a vagrant, if not a criminal. The State Industrial 
School gives such children what they really need, a home. 
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Where other measures fail, it is better for the child as well 
as for society that he be sent there. 

I have found that a misapprehension exists among 
some of the parents in regard to the truancy laws. Some 
of the most important provisions may be found at the 
conclusion of this report. It will be seen from Section 11, 
that no discretion is given the superintendent. The require- 
ments for obtaining a certificate are definitely and explicit- 
ly stated, and he merely certifies to a question of fact. 

The names of those who have not. been absent or tardy 
during the entire year truly constitute a ‘roll of honor.” 
Regular attendance at school indicates faithfulness, ambi- 
tion and ‘‘all-round”’ reliability on the part of the pupil. 
It is in itself a big recommendation.

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STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


CHAPTER 93 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 
(As Amended by Chapter 61, Session Laws of 1901.) 


SEcT. 10. No child under the age of twelve years 
shall be employed in any manufacturing establishment. 
No child under the age of fourteen years shall be employed 
in any manufacturing establishment, nor in any mechan- 
ical, mercantile, or other employment during the time in 
which the public schools are in session in the district in 
which he resides. 

SEcT. 11. No child under the age of sixteen years shall 
be employed in any manufacturing establishment, or in any 
mechanical, mercantile, or other employment during the 
time in which the public schools are in session in the dis- 
trict in which he resides, without first presenting a state- 
ment of his age from his parent or guardian sworn to 
before the superintendent of schools. * * * And no child 
under the age of sixteen years shall be employed as afore- 
said during the time in which the public schools are in 
session in the district in which he resides without first pre- 
senting a certificate from the superintendent of schools * * * 
that such child can read at sight and write legibly simple 
sentences in the English language. And any superintendent 
of schools * * * who certifies falsely as to matters pre- 
scribed by this section shall be fined not less than twenty 
nor more than fifty dollars for each offense. 

Sect. 14. Every person having the custody and con- 
trol of a child between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, residing in a school district in which a public school 
is annually taught, shall cause such child to attend the 
public school all the time such school is in session, unless 
the child shall be excused by the school board of the dis- 
trict because his physical or mental condition is such as to 
prevent his attendance at school for the period required. 
** * Any person who does not comply with the require- 
ments of this section shall be fined ten dollars for the first 
offense and twenty dollars for every subsequent offense, for 
the use of the district.

Art. 8—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the observance of Old Home Week, and choose 
a committee to arrange for the same. : 

Art. 9—To see if the town will vote to return to the 
district system of repairing its highways and bridges and 
appoint surveyors for the same. 
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ArT. 10—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote for painting and repairing the town hall building, 
and choose an agent to expend the same. 

ArT. 11—To see if the town will vote to allow a dis- 
count on taxes paid on or before July 1st or any other 
date deemed best. 

ArT. 12—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for Memorial Day. 

ArT. 18—To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to borrow money to pay town charges. 

ArT. 14—To hear the reports of agents, auditors or 
committees heretofore chosen and take any vote in relation 
thereto. 

ArT. 15—To take the sense of the qualified voters, 
whether the alterations and amendments of the constitu- 
tion proposed by the constitutional convention shall be 
approved.
